Delations' With Germany. 


Our relations .with the states of the German 


empire Are, in some aspects, typical of a con- 
dition of tilings tdsewhure found in countriea 
wJioae productions and trddo tire similar to our 
own. 
Tim close rivalry of competing indiis- 


tries; thy influence' of i-ho delusive doctrine 
that the internal .development oC a nation is 
promoted and its wealth increased by a policy 
whiuh, in undertaking to reserve it.-? huine 
nuirkatsfor tbe exclusive use of its own pro- 
ducers, neuefttirily- obstructs their aales in 
foreign murlicts and prevents free uccessto 
the produ'ciB of the world; the desire to retain 
trade in time-worn ruts, regardless of the 
inexorable lawa cf new needs and changed 
conditions of demand and supplj-, and our own 
halting tardiness ia inviting a freer exchange 
o* commodities, and by this mean* imperiling 
our footing h* tlie external Lutrkets naturally 
open to uy, have created a situation somewhat 
injurious :to American esporc interests, not 
ouly in Germany, where they are perhaps 
most noticeable, but in adjacent countries. 


It is not to b& forgotten that international 


trtideounnot be-one-sided. Its currents are 
alternating and ita movements shonld-'be hon- 
estly reciprocal. "Without thia it almost nec- 
essarily dt-'^eneratts into a device to gain ad- 
vantage or a contrivance to secure benefits 
with only tho semblance of a return. In our 
deckings with other nations we ought to bo 
open-handed and .. scrupulously fair. 
This 


should bo cxxr policy, as a producing nation, 
and it'-plainly "becomes us as a .people who 
lore gtfjihro.uty -anfi. Hit. moral afti>e«jl» &x na- 
tional good faith and reciprocal forbearance. 


These considerations should not, however, 


constrain us to submit to unfair discrimina- 
tion nor to silently acquiesce ia vexatious hin- 
drap.ot-s to the enjoyment of our share of the 
legitimates advantages of proper trade rela- 
tions. If an examination of the situation sug- 
gests such measures on our part us would in- 
volve reotrictions similar to those from which 
we suffer, the way to such a course is easy. It 
should, however, by no means be lightly 
entered upon, since the necessity for tbw in- 
auguration of such a, policy would be re- 
gretted by the best sentiment of our people, 
and because it naturally and logically might 
lead to con^f quencea of the gravest character. 


The Seal Question. 


Our relations with Great Britain, always In- 
timate, and important, have demanded during 
the past yenr even u greater share of consider; 
ation than is usuiJ. 
Several vexatious ques- 


tions were left undetermined by the'decision 
of theEehrini; sea arbitration trilmnal. The 
application of t-ha principle:! laid down by that 
august body lias not been followed by the re- 
sults they were intended to accomplish, either 
because t-h» principles themselves Iftcked in 
breadth aud deflnttene^H or because their ese- 
cucion hud been more or less imperfect. Much 
correspondence has been exchanged between 
the two governments on tho subject of pre- 
venting thu exterminating slaughter of seals. 


The neod of a more effective enforcement of 


existing regulations, as well as the adoption of 
yuch additional regulations as experience has 
shown to be absolutely necessary to carry out 
tlie intent of che award, • have been earnestly 
urged upon the British government;, but thus 
far without; effective results. In the mean- 
time tho depletion of thes^al herds by means 
of pelagic hunting lias -so alarmingly pro- 
prfjised that unless their slaughter is ut ones 
effectively checked their extinction within a 
i'ew years seems to be a matter of absolute 
curtain ty.

States wns to pay, and Great Britain to re-

I think national banks should be allowed to 


issue a cirulation equal to the par value of the 
bonds thoy deposit to secure it, and that the 
tax on their circulation should be reduced to 
Ji (a 1 per cent, which would undoubtedly 
meet all the expense the government incurs on 
their account. In addition they should be al- 
lowed to substitute or deposit in lieu of the 
bonds now required as security for their cir- 
culation those which would be issued for the 
purpose of retiring the United States note: 
and treasury notes.

It has always seemed to nie that the provi- 


sions of law regarding tho capital of national 
banks which operate as a limitation to thi-ir 
location fails to make proper compensation 
for the suppression of state banks, which 
came near to the people in all sections of tie 
country and readily furnished them with 
bantling accommodations and facilities. 


Any inconvenience or embarrassment aris- 


ing from these restrictions on the location of 
national banks might well be remedied by 
better adapting the present system to the 
cro.-ition of banks in smaller communities, or 
by permitttof banlts of large capital to estab- 
lish branches in such localities as would serve 
the people—so regulated and restrained as to 
secure their safe and conservative control and 
management. 


It is neither unfair nor unjust to charge a 


large share of our present financial perplexi- 
ties and dangers to the operation, of the laws 
of l.S7tt and 1S«.0 compelling the. purchase of sil- 
ver by the government. 


JTo government, no human contrivance or 


act of legislation, has ever been able to hold 
the_ two metals together in free coinage, at a 
ratio appreciably different from that which is 
established in the markets of the world. 


Tivice in our recent history we have A"- 


n.illy failed to r.-.iso by legislation the value 
of silver. Under an act of congress passed 7n 
1878 tho government was required for more 
than 12 years to expend annually at least 5^;,- 
000,000 in tho parciiajo of silver bullion for 
coinage. 


The act of July 14, 1890, in a still bolder effort 


increased the amount of silver the government 
Was compelled to purchase and forced it to b— 
com... the buyer annually of 5-l.lwU,(X»ouncei, 
or practically the entire product of our mine*. 
Under both laws silver rapidly and steadily

Its height is 5G feet; the pro- 
portions of limbs and body of the sitting 
lifiur'j are, on the whole, good, the Buddha 
being represented with right hand up- 
raised in blessing, and tlio figure, as well 
as garments, richly covered with color and 
gilt.

The cove Is lighted from above, after

Apart from this reasoa thore are 


others why tho judge's power should 
not be what it is. Quo ia he"be!ongs to 
one of i he most conservative of profes- 
sions. Tho teachings, the traditions and 
the very naturo of tho legal profession 
make it and keep it conservative. 
The 


idea that tho laborer should bo a. boast 
of burden and should produce wealth 
for others, keeping only for himself n 
buro pittance, is an old, conservative 
idea. Never before this century has it 
really been called into question. To call 
it into question is therefore radical, as 
every labor reformer knows. To tho va- 
rious questions that come to tho surface 
in labor's struggle for bettor conditions 
conservatism sees only one side. Nearly 
every forward move on the part of the 
laborer seems in tho eyes of the average 
judge a crime. A reformer appears to 
be a disturber of the peace and is pun- 
ished liko a real criminal because of a 
superficial resemblance between their 
actions—that are at bottom entirely dif- 
ferent are in fact the very opposite—just 
as the planter in the antebellum days 
could see no difference between tho thief !
